"This Is probably the worst year for 
the spot cotton business in New Or­ 
leans," says the report, "since the In­ 
auguration of the exchange thirty-five 
years ago. 
"The cause of the record breaking 
falling off Is explained as largely due 
to abnormal conditions and to disas­ 
ters in the sections im mediately trib­ 
utary to New Orleans. 
Gross receipts 
of American cotton at the port of N'T* 
Orleans were equivalent to 14.75 per 
cent of the comm ercial crop of the 
United States as compared with 20.07 
per cent the year before." 
Speaking- of the receipts in presses, 
which were 36 per cent under last sea­ 
son, the report says that in addition 
to the instances already mentioned, 
It is believed th at New O rleans suf­ 
fered from diversion to other centers. 
“We continue,” says the com m ittee 
of supervision, "to be practically shut 
out of Texas through the ruling of Its

causes, and out of the crop of that 
state and Indian T erritory of 3.025,- 
809 bales we received only 180,425 
bales.”
